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Introduction

Seventeenth Century Needlepoint 


The Baroque artistic style began around 1600 in Rome and Italy 
and spread to most of Europe. The Baroque artistic style was given 
preeminence by the rise of Louis XIV and his court at Versailles— 
one of the most glorious examples of the Baroque style. The 
Baroque style, in contrast to the Renaissance, used exaggerated 
motion and clean, clear, easily interpreted details. The intent was 
to generate drama, tension, and grandeur in painting, sculpture, 
architecture, literature, dance, theatre, music, clothing, and textiles. 
In architecture, you had Versailles and the Queluz National Palace 
in Portugal. In music, there were the works of Bach, Handel, and 
Vivaldi. In painting, you had the works of Rubens and Rembrandt. In 
clothing, there was an abundance of lace, pearls, ribbons, and gold 
embroidery. 


The Baroque style was closely linked to the Catholic Church in 
response to the Reformation. The Catholic Church, at the Council of 
Trent, had decided that the arts should communicate religious theme 
in an emotional way, which was a key characteristic of the Baroque 
style. The church involvement also extended to the textile realm, 
where they commissioned intricate liturgical fabrics and approved 

the printing of a textile book of instruction. In 1604, with the printing 
privilege of the Holy Roman Emperor, Baroque Charted Designs for 
Needlework was printed. The book was re-issued in 1880 in Germany 
and again in 1975 by Dover Publications. 


| found the Dover version at a silent auction table at our quilt guild 
meeting. As a mathematician, | was immediately struck by the 
intricate, symmetric, detailed graphical designs. | immediately started 
converting the needlepoint designs to quilting designs. The quilts that 
emerged were stunning, graphically complex, and easy to construct. It 
was one of the great joys of my life to put them in book form. 
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Construction Process

The two methods of construction 


The Baroque Tapestry quilts are basically block quilts. Many are just one block quilts. You make four 
copies of the basic block, simply turn them and you get the quilt. Some involve making mirror image 
blocks. You make the blocks and the mirror image blocks, turn them just so and you get the quilt. In rare 
cases there are multiple blocks but even here you make the blocks, turn them just so and you get the 
quilt. All the blocks are most accommodating and easy to construct. 


There are two methods of construction: 


@ The column process: Make the individual columns 
@ The diagonal process: Make the row/column/corner and repeat 


Each of the Baroque Tapestry Quilts is made via one of these methods.

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Construction Method Two 
The Diagonal Process 


The Diagonal process for building some of the Baroque Tapestry blocks is based on the beautiful 
symmetry demonstrated by the blocks. One of the most striking of the Baroque Tapestry quilts is Heart 
Garden (Fig. 5).

The upper left-hand corner of the block shows 
that row 6 is identical to col 6. This is true for 
all rows and columns; the row is the same as 
the column plus an additional corner piece. 
Start with a square (row 1, column 1), add row 
2, column 2 and the corner (Fig. 6).

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You next add row 3, column 3/corner, row 4, column 4/corner, and so on. This process is repeated until 
you have made all the rows and columns. By the time you get to row 3/column 3, you can use strip-sets 
so you don't have to cut individual pieces. You make a strip-set of the pink/black. From this strip-set you 
cut eight segments, four for each row 3 and four for each column 3 (Fig. 7).

The Diagonal Process _ | 


You now move on to the next row/column by making the strip-set, slicing the 8 row-column segments and 
cutting the 4 corner squares. When you finish, you will have 4 blocks, which you arrange for the quilt. 
All that remains is to add the borders, quilt as desired, and add the binding. 


Turn clockwise 
three times.

The process for making any of the Baroque blocks is basically "build as you go.” You use either the 
Column process or the Diagonal process. 


For the Column process: 


1. Make the strip-set. 

2. Cut the columns. 

3. Join the columns to make the blocks. 
4. Join the blocks to make the quilt top. 


For the Diagonal process: 
1. Start with the square in the upper left corner. 
Add row 2, column 2/corner. 
Add row 3, column 3/corner. 
As soon as possible, switch to strip-sets for the rows and columns. 
Add the next row and column/corner. 
Keep adding row and column/corner until you have all the blocks. 
Join the blocks to make the quilt top.

1. Arrange the blocks as shown in the quilt assembly diagram (Fig. 12-7). Note that some of the blocks 
are rotated to form the quilt pattern. 

2. Sew the blocks together in rows, pressing the seam allowances in opposite directions from row to row. 

Sew the rows together. The quilt top center should measure 4074" x 4074". 

4. Add the border using 2 Blue strips 172" x 40’4" for the side borders and 2 Blue strips 172" x 42" for the 
top and bottom borders.

Finishing the Quilt 


Cut and piece the backing fabric. 

Layer the quilt top with the batting and backing. 

After basting or pinning the layers together, hand or machine quilt as desired. 
Trim the batting and backing even with the quilt top.

Assembling the Blocks 


Bruges Lace requires four blocks. Each block is 
made using the Diagonal process as described 
on page 7. Fig. 13-1 shows the block with row 8/ 
column 8 highlighted. Note that they are identical. 
This is true for all the rows and columns.

Move on to row 3/ col 3 (Fig. 13-3). Cut two 1” 

x 1%" Orange segments (row/col) and one 1" x 

1" Gold segment (corner). Add the orange row 
segment to the bottom of the partially completed 
block. Add the corner square to the bottom of the 
second orange segment. Add this to the right side 
of the partially completed block. 


From this point on, you can use strip-sets for 


the rows and columns, so you don’t have to cut 
individual pieces.

6. Add the column/square to each partially completed block. 
7. Repeat steps 1 —6 until the blocks are complete.

Assembling the Quilt 


1. Arrange the blocks as shown in the quilt assembly diagram (Fig. 13-7). Note that some of the blocks 
are rotated to form the quilt pattern. 

2. Sew the blocks together in rows, pressing the seam allowances in opposite directions from row to row. 

Sew the rows together. The quilt top center should measure 30%" x 30%". 

4. Add the first border using 2 Orange strips 172" x 30’4" for the sides and 2 Orange strips 174" x 32" for 
the top and bottom. 


5. Add the second border using 2 Gold strips 272" x 32" for the sides and 2 Gold strips 274" x 36" for the 
top and bottom.
